Explosion was Something Terrific and 


No Doubt Exists That the Colliery 
Was Wrecked—No Possible Way to 
Reach the Victim* Until New Cage 
Can B« Built. ' 


Charleston, W. Va, Jan. 80.—With 


a detonation heard for miles, and 
which hurled debris hundreds of feet 
Into the air, dust exploded la the 
Stuart mine, near Fayetteville, bring- 
ing a terrible death to the 80 or more 
men who were at work more than 500 
feet below the surface. There is no 
chance that any of the men will be 
taken out alive, for It is thought that 
the terrific force of the explosion 
snuffed out their lives instantly. 


It will not be possible for the res 


cuers to reach the bottom of the shaft 
until within 48 hours. The disaster ia 
perhaps the worst, In the number 
killed, in the history of this state 
Most of the men were Americans and 
many of them were married and had 
largs families. There were a dozen or 
more colored men and IS or tnore 
aliens. The rescue work was com 
menced as soon as the wrecked parts 
of the shaft house could be repaired 
About two hours after the explosion 
three men were lowered Into the shaft 
In an Improvised bucket. Before de- 
scending 60 feet two of the men were 
overcome with foul air and the third 
was barely able to give the signal to 
their comrades at the top 
All fur 


ther attempts were abandoned for the 
time and the work of brattlcing the 
shaft was commenced. 


No official announcement of 
the 


disaster or its cause has as yet been 
made by the officers of the company. 
That dust caused the explosion is 
stated by persons at the scene, but tho 
Investigation may prove otherwise. It 
ia stated that little or no gas has been 
encountered In the mine, but that It 
it dry, and that the dust was fre- 
quently sprinkled. 


Crowds gathered at the mouth of 


the shaft within a few minutes after 
the explosion. Rescue parties were 
Immediately organized by Fred Dixon,

EXPELS VIEWS. 


Deterioration of Peodetuffa In COM 


OHIO NEWS 


School Commissioner's Annual. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 30.—The annual 


report of the state commissioner of 
common schools shows that there was 
enrolled in the public schools of Ohio 
during the past year 832,092 children, 
of whom 64,166 were in high schools. 
The average daily 'attendance was 
626,267. There were erected during 
the year 259 schoolhouses at a cost of 
$2,516,000. The total value of school 
property in the state is $57,488,000. 
The total receipts for school purposes 
during the year was $22.188,612 and 
the expenditures $20,971.041. The re- 
port suggests that legislation is need- 
ed in Ohio that will fixe the standard 
for the granting of a charter to a col- 
lege or a university or other educa- 
tional institution that has tbe legal 
right to confer degrees.

His wife came to his 
rescue with a shotgun, but they seized 
her, stripped her almost nude, and 
compelled her to dance for them until 
she fell exhausted. 


Washington, Jan. 30. — Dr. Harvey 


W. Wiley, chief of the ohemlstry bu- 
reau of tho department of agriculture 
and government food expert, gave 
much interesting testimony concern- 
Ing the deterioration of foodstuffs In 
cold storage before the house commit- 
tee on agriculture, whose hearings on 
the agricultural bill have just been 
made public. Two cold storage ware- 
houses are at Dr. Wiley's disposal in 
Washington, and he gave the results 
he has attained by experiments with 
all sorts of foodstuffs. 
"Milk begins 


to deteriorate right away and ao does 
cream," said Dr. Wiley. "Eggs also 
begin to deteriorate 
immediately. 


Fruit is improved and sometimes con- 
tinues to improve for three months. 
Meat improves up to about six or 
eight weeks. But after three months 
for meat you can see that it has 
reached the maximum and then it be- 
gins to go down. I do not care how 
hard it is frozen."
